Later the supposed

Alfred was walking near Gwynneville 
with the Rev. Mr. Hawthorne, when 
the two met John W. Alexander, who 
.has long been a 
resident of that 
community. 
Tie recognized the al­ 
leged minister at once.

Mr. Hull says he 
gave $G and says he knows the as­ 
sessors and deputy assessors over 
¡the State contributed from $2 to $G 
each. Hull says he sent the $6 to 
James Berry at Indianapolis. 
All he 
has been able to find on* regarding 
the bill, said Mr. Hull today, was that 
it was prepared, introduced and re­ 
ferred to a committee, but was never 
reported out by the committee.

Although no 
remonstrance 
has 
been started 
against the 
Perkins 
street improvement petition, n seems 
very likely that there will be a fignt 
on the granting of it, when it will be 
considered by the board of 
county 
commissioners along with nine other 
petitions for the building and im­ 
provement of nine other highways in 
Rush county 
at the 
May meeting. 
The question has been raised as to 
whether or not 
Rushville 
township 
will exceed the limit of bonded in­ 
debtedness when all of the petitions 
which are pending, will 
have been 
granted. 
It. seems very likely that 
that will be the case. 
A committee of Perkins street res­ 
idents has put a series of questions to 
Sparks & Gary and they have been 
answered. 
The answer shows that 
the three-mile road law was amended 
in 19 09 so as to put a different aspect 
on the paving question. 
When the 
petitions for Main and Second streets 
were filed, the law provided that the 
improvement be paid for by ‘the town- 
ship. 
The afhendment of 19 09 pro­ 
vides that the abutting property own­ 
ers pay for the additional cost of 
paving with brick above the cost of 
a macadam road which is to be paid 
for by the township. 
The answer by the local firm Shows 
that the cost of Main street was $50.- 
500: 
the cost of Second street, $53.- 
500, and the cost of the Seth Moore 
rond in Rushville township was $8,- 
400. 
It states that the assessed val­ 
uation of the city and township is 
$4,89 3.9 05, and that the maximum 
limit of indebtedness is 4 per cent of 
that which is $19 5,756.20. 
Since I he 
bonds for the three roads mentioned 
above have been 
sold, -the 
answer 
tends to show the balance of indebt­ 
edness allowed in Rushville township 
for road building i- $8.3^156.20. 
In 
other words only that much money's] 
worth of Ix^nds may be sold for road­ 
ways in Rushville township. 
But on May 15 the bonded indebt­ 
edness will be decreased by $5,200 as 
at that time bonds on the Main and 
Second streets <to that amount will be 
paid'off. 
After fhat date the amount 
left to be spent for rond building will 
be $88,550.20. 
By figures the law firm shows that 
the average cost of Main and Second 
streets j>er lineal foot was $6.33. 
It 
is pointed out that the Moor m acad­ 
am road costs 78 cents 
and 
using 
those three improvements as a basis 
it is shown that the cost of brick ex­ 
ceeds macadam $5.55 a lineal 
foot. 
Using this ¡as an example, as these 
are the only roads built in the town­ 
ship recently under the 
three-mile 
law, it is stated 
that the 
abutting 
property owners must pay 87.G per 
cent of the cost of the Perkins street 
improvement if ordered and the town­ 
ship must pay the remaining 12.4 per 
cent. 
It is pointed out that the commis­ 
sioners must order the improvement 
if the petition is signed by fifty free­ 
holders and voters of the township 
and unless a greater number of re- 
monstrators file proceedings against 
it and give due 
notice of 
their act 
beforehand. 
It is stated in the answer thaL jf 
the city property is not 
worth the 
taxes the owner’s personal effects

acres in what is known as Lonesome 
Valley in the counity of which Pres­ 
cott is the county seat. 
It is planned 
to reclaim the large tract of land by 
methods of water storage and irriga­ 
tion so that it will be Excellent soil 
for growing grains and other pro­ 
ducts. 
The transaction is one of the 
heaviest ever recorded an -the history 
of that territory and the lands are the 
richest. 
J ames E. Watson of this city and 
Col. Ed. P. Thayer of Greenfield are 
behind the project.' They have made 
frequent tri]>s to the 
country and 
have investigated the conditions to 
the minutest detail. 
The consumma­ 
tion of Hie project follows after much 
deliberation, 
scientific 
research of 
(conditions and attractive possibili­ 
ties offering exceptional inducements 
in production. 
The estimated cn-t of the project, 
excepting lands under option of stile, 
is one million dollars. A monster dam 
which will compare favorably with 
the largest and strongest dam in tiie 
world will he constructed on the res­ 
ervation.

El Paso. Tex., April 22.—The p eace 
envoys who went as individuals to ob­ 
tain from Madero the terms on which 
he would consent to an armistice, feel 
that Madero’s demands are excessive 
and that there is p ractically no chance 
of accep tance by the Diaz government.

Louis Disbrow H as Novel Idea of Con­ 
ditioning W ork for Long Race at 
Indianapolis Track. 


M a ny methods of phy sical training 
for automobile race drivers have been 
tried, but the most novel sug g ested 
for some time is the plan which Louis 
Disbrow, driver of the Pope-Hartford 
car entered in the 5 00-mile Interna­ 
tional Sweepstakes race at the Indi­ 
anapolis Motor Speedway , nex t Me­ 
morial Day , May 30, w’ill use. 
Dis­ 
brow recently visited Indianapolis to 
make arrang ements for the workouts 
of hi® big special car now being built 
4t the Disbrow g arag e at J amaica, 
Long Island, and told his Idea of keep­ 
ing in g ood phy sical condition. 
“ Gy mnastics won’t do a race driver 
much g ood,” said the Pope-Hartford 
pilot, “ neither will any specified course 
of ex ercises. There is one thing alone 


which will make a man fit to sit be­ 
hind the whedl throug h a strain of 
seven hours such as the 5 00-mile race 
will mean. 
That is taking a daily 
course of hard knocks over the coun­ 
try roads in a racing car at a fairly 
g ood rate of speed. I have made plans 
to do this for at least thirty day s be­ 
fore the race and will be in Indiana­ 
polis with my racing car and two 
practice cars by May 1. 
"The practice cars will be used the 
most, but the big car will be tried 
enoug h to put It into perfect tune. 
In the practice cars I shall take cross­ 
country trips to the cities of the Mid­ 
dle West, such as St. Louis, Chicag o, 
Omaha, Kansas City and others. 
I 
shall drive two or three hundred miles 
daily for several day s at a stretch, and 
in that manner harden my self so that 
the 5 00-mile drive will be nothing un­ 
usual for me. 
"It is my plan now to drive my prac 
tice cars throug h from New York to 
Indianapolis and this will g ive me a 
fair start in training . 
My mechanics 
will be carried along at all times so 
that they will be in a s g ood phy sical 
condition as I am. 
I believe that ev­ 
ery driver in the long race should car­ 
ry a mechanic, as the course will have 
thirty five or forty cars g oing at once 
and the mechanic will be forced to 
keep his ey e to the rear watching for 
cars that will want to pass.” 
The Speedway manag ement wrill re­ 
quire every driver in the long g rind to 
carry a mechanic and will arrang e 
platforms at mile intervals around the 
track so that cars may run upon them 
and g et off the track to make repairs 
or chang e tires when they find it nec­ 
essary to do so at points other than 
at the pits. 
It is probable that all of 
the cars will carry a spare tire or two 
during the race so that the drivers 
may avail themselves of the use of 
the repair platforms.

mittee of ways and means. 
The old 
gu ard leaders, headed by Uncle Joe 
Cannon and Representative Dalzell. 
made the boast that the Canadian bill 
would go to the senate with a big 
majority of the Repu blican voters of 
the lower branch of congress register­ 
ing their disapproval of its terms. 
They expected that at least 100 Re­ 
pu blicans wou ld vote against the bill, 
but finally only 78 Repu blicans cou ld 
be mu stered in opposition. 
The 64 
Repu blicans who stood by the bill in­ 
clu ded the main body of the insu r­ 
gents. 
Fifteen Repu blicans were not 
recorded. 
As compared with the bill in the 
last congress one of the most interest­ 
ing reversals was involved in the vote 
of Representative W. B. McKinley of 
Illinois, chairman of the Repu blican 
congressional committee.

In spite of “warnings” he fined Gianna 
Alongi, twenty-six years old, $1.000 
and ordered him imprisoned in the 
federal prison at Fort Leavenworth

Letters which Ju dge Landis receiv­ 
ed have threatened him with death 
u nless he released Alongi. This cau s­ 
ed a strong force of federal agents to 
be scattered abou t the cou rtroom and 
at the entrance while Alongi was in 
cou rt.
